This is the impression 
given by the reports of Jacob Gould 
Schurman, American ambassador to 
Germany, who has just given Presi- 
dent Coolidge full reports on the con- 
dition of Germany. 
In a sense. American officials see a 


complete vindication of the policy they 
have followed for the last four years 
in playing the role of friend to Ger- 
many. The 
fact that Germany and 


France would sooner or later recognize 
the necessity of a close working agree- 
ment both comrnrecially and political- 
ly was anticipated here. In fact, it 
has been urged as one way to produce 
economic stability 
in Europe. Now 


that France and Germany are draw- 
Ing closer together, the United States 
is left alone. Her attitude of friend- 
ship toward a former foe, particularly 
her broad-guaged treatment of alien 
property, has been appreciated by Ger- 
man statesmen. 


RELATIONS MORE CORDIAL 
Although war hatreds 
linger here 


and there, the diplomatic relations be- 
tween America and 
Germany have 


grown more and more cordial ever 
since the treaty of Berlin was signed. 
The fact that the United States did 
not sign the Versailles treaty with 
the expressions of guilt for Germany's 
responsibility In the war had a favor- 
able effect on German opinion. 


The background of friendship which 


has been developed has been further 
strengthened by the wilingness of the 
American government to permit inter- 
national bankers to float loans to be 
used for expansion of German indus- 
trial faculties.

There have been a lot of articles 


printed in the various papers not only 
in the state of AA'iscon&m. but through 
the west in reference- to water power 


tegdPA'clopment in the Indian reserva,- 
^tion. 
Since I have been connectea 


with high water relief work, I have 
been very caieful In regards to giv- 
ing the public reliable information on 
this flood menace, and I do not write 
anv article for the public press until 
I can back it ut> bv some lecal au- 
thority higher than I am, as 1 am no 
engineer or flood expert. 


The Indians for a great many years 


have been tijing to develop their own 
water power in the Menominee reser- 
vation. A delegation of Indians went 
to AVashmston last March and called 
mi Congressman Browne of AVaupaca 
and asked him to introduce a bill that 
v\ould let the Indians develop ther. 
own water power in the Indian res- 


* crvation. 
Congiessman Biowne pie- 


s-cnted his bill at this last session of 
Congress. 


AVhen the papers 
published th:s>, 


matter, that the Indians weie going 
to develop water power, or had askeil 
Congress to give them the light to 
develop water power, the fun t-fartea 
Meetings weie held in various cities 
of the Fox river vallev and telecram-« 
inCL letters weie sent to the varlouo 
congi essmen 
and 
senators, asking 


them not to allow- the Indians to de 
\elop any water power in the Me- 
nominee icsei vation. The only rea- 
son given was because it was going 
to destroy one of the beauty spots or 
(he state of Wisconsin. The tiuth in 
icgarci to this matter is as follows,-

Wolf Valley district from Shawano to 
Poygan. to find out what can be done 
in this area to relieve floods. These 
engineers "who are oncaced in this 
work have told me that the AVlscon- 
sin Power people should be given per- 
mission to make this survey so that 
they can hive additional data befo-e 
a comprehensive idea can be gotten 
up to relieve flood conditions. 


Accoiding to the engineers of the 


AVisconsin Power Co. it is their con- 
tention that they will be able to take 
care of all watei from Shawano dam 
north as far as Crandon, by the build- 
ing of reservoirs and the developmen: 
of water power in the Indian reserva- 
tion 
Should they be able to take care 


of this spring freshet, or flood, tlwt 
occurs every year in this area. It 
means that our engmeeis who are in- 
gaged in this suivey now will only 
have to take care of the water from 
Shawano to Poygan. which will mean 
at least one-half of the flood diminish- 
ed: in other words, instead of our 
now getting up a comprehensive idea 
of p'.an to prevent water from flood 
ing out over 200.000 acies of land 
around Shiocton and New London, we 
will only have to take caie of the 
Tvater,from Shawano as far as Pov- 
gan, which will be a great help to all 
people living in this distiict. 


AVhat actual effect it will have, can 


not be estimated unless the AA'iscon- 
sm Power people aie granted the 
permission to make this preliminary 
suiv ey.

Artists Given as Cause for 
Lack of Interest 


New York. —C/P)— There is no de- 


marj'J in England to- fhr 
works of 


American artists and in the mind of 
one English art authority there is 
little hope of any developing. 


He is C. Reginald Grundy who. is 


touring the United States in order to 
formulate a report it the 
Museums 


Association of Great Britain on the 
oiganizatlon and oucration of Ameri- 
can museums. 


"But what of Sargent and Whist- 


ler?" he was asked. 


"Why. of course, there plways is a 


demand for their work, but wo look 
upon them as our own. They spent 
years in England and did their best 
work with us. Sargent was an Acade- 
mician and could have been head of 
the Academy." 


Mr. Grundy was not reflecting up- 


on American artists. He believes much 
goori work is being: done here and at- 
tributes thc lack of demand in Eng- 
land to unfamiliarity with American 
artists. 


"Interest might be created through 


traveling exhibitions and taking ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to dis- 
play the work of your painters." he 
explained, "but artists must live and 
America now is a great art market 
center for all nation-. 
Why should 


Americans send the!.- paintings and 
other works to England there to have 
remain on exhibition six months or 
longer before being sold when they 
can be disposed of almost immediately 
here?" 


The Englishman is finding much 


about museums here to recommend to 


Kyiiose of his country. 


' "You have become noted for your 
large art collections by wealthy peo- 
ple." he said. "I should like to see 
this situation expanded so that col- 
lecting will become general; 


"I am amazed at the great scale on 


which the museums are organized and 
operated. I think you look upon them 
as links to the past, for everything is 
in a rush here. Nothing is static. Time 
you finish one tnlnr, you start on 
something new, 


"In Eixlzind. our viewpoint is dif- 


ferent, r-or many years, our museums 
were looked upon as curiosity shops. 
Now they ha\« devcopled until they 
are considered for their educational 
opportunities. We 
don't look 
upon 


our museums as links to the past, for 
v/e still have the post with us." 


When 
mention 
was made of the 


Leverhulme collection and the sale of 
other British art. treasures 
in New 


York. Mr. Grundy said he had no per- 
sonal objection to thc movement of 
EngLjstacollecticns to this country so 
lo'lig !asriobje'c'ts of historical interest 
and value are not. disturbed. 


"The more widely our art is dis- 


tributed, the more familiar people will 
become with our work." he explained.

CHIEF DECLARES 


Road Contractors" Are as Ef- 


ficient as Railroad or Any 
Other Contractors 
Washington, — (4>)— Although in- 


vestigations made by the Bureau of 
Public Roads indicate that the aver- 
ago highway contractor docs not oper- 
ate above 50 per cent efficiency. Thos. 
H. MacDonald. chief of the bureau, 
declared today that the highway build- 
ers are no less efficient than con- 
tractors on railroad work and other 
construction operations. 


One hundred per cent efficiency, ac- 


cording to Mr. MacDonald, is not ob- 
tainable on work of this character, 
detailed observations indicating from 
eighty-five to ninety per cent to be 
the best practicable performance. 


The difference between the maxi- 


mum obtainable efficiency and«the av- 
erage performance 
results 
largely 


from numerous small time losses, the 
importance of which is not sufficiently 
appreciated by the foremen and sup- 
erintendents who direct the labor em- 
ployed 
on large 
construction 
pro- 


jects. 


By stop-watch studies of operations 


on actual highway projects the Bur- 
eau is seeking to discover the common 
time losses and brins 
them to the 


attention of contractors generally. In 
this way it hopes to develop a higher 
average level of efficiency in the con- 
duct of the country's billion 
dollar 


program of road 
construction and 


maintenance. 


In spite of the low average level of 


efficiency. 
Mr. 
MacDonald 
added, 


highway contracting has long been 
looked tipofi t>y contractors ns nn un- 
certain business, and this belief has 
been reflected in the rising rates char- 
ged by bonding companies. One reason 
is found in the irresponsible bidding 
of contractors who have neither the 
plant, equipment nor financial ability 
to carry on the work, 
hut who. in 


order to get the contract, underbid 
the really responsible bidders. 


The bureau's studies have been made
